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NATIONAL RAILWAYS WILL ES&
TABLISH THREE BIG
SCHOOLS,

TRAINING T0 BE THOROUGH

Methods Used in United Stares to Be
Imparted to Them With Object of
Placing Mexicans in Complete Con-
trol, Supplanting the Americans—
Other Notes of Rail.

A dispateh from the City of Mexico
gays that three railway schools In
which Mexlcans will be given instruc-
tion In all matters pertaining to rail-
roading in accordance with the stand-
ard practices prevalling on roads in
the United States, will be established
by and conducted under the supervi
slon of the Natfonal Rallways of Mex-
ico, the merger company controlled by
the Mexican government, which now
includes over seventy per cent of the
raflway mileage of that country.

This is only one means adopted by
the management of National raillways
to operate all the lines of that system
entirely by Mexicans as soon as pos-
gible. Many such other means, buat
none quite so extensive, have been
tuken since the merger of the Nation-
gl lines of Mexico, and the Mexican
Central on February 1.

In these schools the student will be
given a thorough training in all that
appertains to machinery, triin  run-
ning, and general knowledge concern-
ing the handling of trains or loco-
motives, The Intention is to bring
the Mexiean up to & standard so as to
enable him to operate trains,

Carrying out these plans J. 8. De
Echegaray, who bears the title of
chief of conductars, is now in Guada-
lajara arranging for the maintenance
of the railway school maintained
there for some time by Catrina Arre-
ola. Guadalsjara is to be the location
of the school for the southern zone,
and Mr. Arreola will continue to ve In
charge of the Institution, which has
already turned out three graduates,

The other two schools are tb be lo-
cated at Aguascallentes for the cen-
tral zgne, and either Chihunnua or
Torreon for the northern zose. Two
assistants to Mr, Echegarary Sery
vando Canales and Frederico Westrup |
will be placed In charge of these|
places,

In each of these schools, accord-
ing to Mr. Echegaray, there will be|
nothing lacking to glve the student
a thorough and comprehensive idea
of the working of an engine or the
handling of a train. The three men
chogen to head the schools are said
to he practical rallway men of years
of experlence.

Mr. Echegaray himself has been en-
gnged in rallroad work for twenty-
elght years. During that time he has
